The hills should be three 
and a half to four feet apart, if more 
than one row is planted. 
This wonderful staple of the family 
garden can generally be planted along 
the fence where It will be out of the 
way of cultivation. 
The thick leaf stems are the part 
used, and none should be pulled from 
the plants the first year after seeding, 
but a large supply will be available 
the second season, and the hills will, 
as a rule, continue to produce satis­ 
factory crops of stems for several 
rears, after which they should bt di­ 
vided and reset. 
Rhubarb should receive the same 
attention and treatment during win­

seed. 
The roots may be brought into 
the greenhouse, pit, coldframe, or cel­ 
lar during the winter and forced. 
By placing a barrel over a rhubarb 
plant much longer and tender stalks 
may be grown. 
This is one plant that does not thrive 
in warm climates. It is most popular, 
especially In the sections where it is 
grown, In the early part of the spring.

TOO LATE TO CLASSIFY 


When hunting was the chief occupa­ 
tion of man the sk.ns of animals were 
the earliest means of currency, and 
this medium of exchange Is still used 
by the North American Indians. 
Leather money was tile natural suc­ 
cessor to skins, and w*us used freely Id 
Rome and Carthage, us well us being 
circulated In Russia as late as 
reign of Peter the Great. 
As civilization advanced sheep and 
cattle came to be regarded as the 
most negotiable form of wealth, and 
many of our words In common use 
are historic reminders of the fact. 
For example, ‘‘pecuniary*’ reminds 
us of the Latin "pecunia,” meaning 
money, and "pecus,” signifying cattle; 
whereas the word "fee,” a sum of 
money paid as wages, is derived from 
the Saxon "feoh," a word used to ex­ 
press both cattle and money. 
By an old German code of laws 
sheep and cattle were counted by the 
head, 
and 
were 
called 
"capital?,** 
showing the source of our commercial 
word, "capital,” for wealth, the law 
term "chattel” (In "goods and chat­ 
tels”), for effects, and our common 
name for oxen—"cattle.” 
At the present time oxen form the 
principal wealth and circulating medi­ 
um among the Zulus and Ka Airs.

A Place in the Sun for the Garden 


A careful study of sup and shade 
should be made before the vegetable 
garden Is planted. How many hours 
any portion of the garden is in the 
shadow of trees, houses, or fences 
has an important 
effect 
upon the 
vegetables which are to be planted 
in these shadow’s. The greater por­ 
tion of the garden must have at least 
five hours of sunlight during the day. 
Crops which will do fairly well in 
partial shade are the leaf crops such 


as spinach, lettuce, kale 
and the 
j salad plants with the exception of 
! those which ripen fruit such as the 
tomato. 
These must have all the 
sun possible. Leaf plants must have 
twro or three hours of sun during the 
day to give a fair return. 
The garden should be located in 
full sun wherever possible and this 
factor should receive first consider­ 
ation when the location of the plot 
is being selected.
